Chinese Villagers Fight Pirates 3 
At Sea and Rescue 10 Children 


20 Still Held by Kidnapers After Raid on 
Town; Four Outlaws Killed, Three Cap- 
tured and Their Junk Wrecked. 


By the’ Associated Press. 

HANGCHOW, Sept. 28. — A 
strange battle at sea between peas- 
ants, aided by water police, and a 
band of pirates resulted in the res- 
cue today of 10 of 31 children who 
had been kidnaped for ransom. 

The fight took place off the vil- 
lage of Peihsiang, which the pirates 
plundered in a raid yesterday. 

The peasants and police killed 
four of the pirates and captured 
three. One of the three pirate craft 
was sunk but the other two, carry- 
ing 20 children, fled. One child was 
killed. 

After the fight, the villagers re- 
newed their ammunition in prep- 


aration for another search for the 
pirates’ junks. 

Details of the daring raid om 
Peihsiang were reported from there 
today. Forty of the bandits, dis- 
guised as beggars and peddlers, en- 
tered the village and quickly over- 
powered the 10 policemen, none of 
whom had firearms in working con- 
dition. After looting the town the 
outlaws raided the village school, 
carried off every child in it and es- 
caped to sea in three junks, but 
only after a running fight.

Police said the homes of 1000 per- 
sons in West Lebanon were unsafe 
and instructed the residents not to 
return to them. The houses in 
Many cases were twisted and 
shaken on foundations, plaster was 
knocked off, walls were weakened, 
and doors blown from hinges.

But he “pushed me up thes tairs 
step by step,” she related, while 
his chauffeur waited below. 

“He twisted my wrist,” she con- 
tinued, “and when we reached the 
top of the stairs he kicked me in 
the abdomen and knocked me over 
four chairs piled up there. I tried 
to hit him with a coat hanger, but 
he dodged every time. I screamed 
for the chauffeur, but he didn’t 
come.”

MUSSOLINI SAYS 
BRITISH INTERESTS 
ARE IN NO DANGER 


East African Conflict Would 
Be Localized, He De- 


clares in New Cabinet 


Communique. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 28. — Speaking 
through a communique of the fifth 
and closing September cabinet ses- 
sion today, Premier Mussolini 
sought to localize the apparently 
imminent Ethiopian conflict by an 
agreement with Britain. The com- 
munique said: 

“Italy’s policy has no immediate 
or remote aims which could injure 
Great Britain’s interests.” 

The Cabinet made these points: 

1. Italy offers to make accords 
with Great Britain. 

2. Italy warns the League As- 
sembly not to interfere. (The Coun- 


ment.) 
3. Italy spurns Emperor Haile 
Selassie’s proposed neutral zone and 


his suggested withdrawal of troops jof storm now moving north north- 


from his frontiers. The communique 
called the Ethiopian offer one for 
a stretegic purpose, not a pacific 
one.” 

4. Troop movements are “being 
accelerated.” 

Britain’s 400,000 tons of warcraft 
are still on the Mediterranean, but 
the Cabinet announced the first 
step has already. been taken by 


imate interest of England in East 
Africa.” 

A sentence in the communique ex- 
plained Italy’s abstention from ac- 
tion at Geneva. It said the govern- 
ment “would take no initiative on 
the basis, or in an atmosphere, 
where its rights are prejudicially 
misunderstood.” 

At the same time the Cabinet 
commuique said that the ministers 
would not abandon the League un- 
til the League itself assumed full 
responsibility for measures against 
Italy. 

Crown Prince Umberto reviewed 
departing troops at Naples, while 
Mussolini conducted the Cabinet 
meeting in Rome. Several war mea-

The statistics disclose, however 
that the value of the 1930 acreage 
was $14,995,495,980 greater than the 
acreage in 1935. Census figurec 
gave the value for 1930 as $47. 
879,838,358 and that for 1935 as $29". 
884,342,378, oy 

Officials said reports to the Cen- 
sus Bureau showed that some farm- 
ers had mortgages larger than the 
present value of their land. 

In 15 states, the average decrease 
in farm values was more than 39 
per cent. In two of these—Iowa 
and South Dakota—it was above 40 
per cent. The Iowa decrease was 
41.7 per cent, South Dakota's 46.1. 
Six other big Middle Western pro 
ducing states showed decreases of 
more than 30 per cent: Illinois, 33.8; 
Kansas, 35.2; Minnesota, 34.9: Mis- 
souri, 38.7; Nebraska, 37.3; Okla- 
homa, 36.9. 

Seven other states also fell into 

the bracket between 30 and 40 per 
went decreases. They were: Cali- 
fornia, 31.9; Colorado, 33.2: Marv- 
land, 32.3; Mississippi, 34.6; Nevada. 
33.6; Virginia, 30.7, and West Vir- 
ginia, 30.5. 
Most of the other states had de- 
creases ranging between 20 and 320 
per cent. Two New England states 
showed increases, but in neither 
was farming classed as the major 
industry. Connecticut had a gain 
in value of farm lands of 24.8 per 
cent and Rhode Island of 2.1. The 
first state has 32,000 farms and tke 
latter 4000. 

Agricultural experts said _ the 
value of farm iands fluctuated ac- 
cording to farm income and that 
both were now on the upgrade, aft- 
er reaching bottom in 1932. They 
recited farm income statistics for 
the 1930-34 period to show that the 
spread between income was about

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Text of Roosevelt’s Speech to Farmers in Nebraska 


By the Associated Press. 

. FREMONT, Neb., Sept, 28, 
Le text of President Roosevelt's 
speech here today follows: 

I am glad to be in Nebraska 
again. It is almost exactly three 
years ago that I visited farms in 
this state and saw farmers thresh- 


ing 30-cent wheat and shelling 20-' 


cent corn. 
Much has happened during the 
three years that followed. 


markets vanished and surpluses ac- 
cumulated; farm buildings 
equipment were deteriorating 
month by month; soil fertility was 
being sapped as farmers struggled 
to raise enough bushels to meet 
their debts and taxes. Country 
schools were closing and, most dis- 
heartening of all, thousands of 
farmers we losing their homes 
by foreclosure. 

This was true not only in this 
part of the great West, but in 
practically every state of the 
Union—north, east, south and west. 

The man-made depression was, 
as we know, followed in many 
parts of the country by the most 
severe drouth in our recorded his- 
tory. 

Message to the Farmers. 


I am taking the opportunity of 
stopping here in Fremont to de- 
liver to you a message of thanks. 
Through you I deliver that same 
message to farmers and farm fam- 
ilies throughout the nation. 

We all know the heroic story of 
the pioneers. We know the hard- 
ships and the troubles they suf- 
fered. If ever we need demonstra- 
tion that the pioneering spirit that 
originally settled this country still 
lives, unshaken and undiminished, 
the farmers of America have proved 
it in the years through which we 
have just passed. I well realize the 
suffering and the desolation. I know 
the faith and hope, the patience 
and courage you have shown. For 
this I applaud you; for this I ex- 
tend the thanks of the nation to 
the farmers of the nation. 

Three years ago I did not prom- 
ise the millenium for agriculture, 
but I did promise that I should at- 
tempt to meet that intolerable situ- 
ation in every way that human ef- 
fort and ingenuity made possible. I 
said that I should do my best, and 
that if my efforts proved unsuc- 
cessful, I should tell the country 
frankly and try something else. But 
that was not necessary. 


A Condition, Not a Theory. 


I was not meeting a theory, I was 
meeting a condition. Foremost 
among the efforts of my adminis- 
tration when we came into office 
were practical means to improve 
the situation on the farms of this 
country. 

I recognized in March, 1933, that 
efforts to improve agriculture 
should of necessity be two-fold. We 
should attempt, first, to lift the 
immediate burdens by raising farm 
prices and by lightening the burden 
of debt. Second, I pledged myself 
to long-term efforts extending be- 
yond these immediate emergency 
measures to stabilize American ag- 
riculture by long-term planning. 

Even before I went to the White

You 
know its general results. You know 
that there have been many imper- 
fections in it and that we still have 
much to learn in providing better 
administration for it, in amending 
it from time to time, and in fitting 
it into world conditions, which each 
year show tremendous changes. 

The plan itself was, as you know, 
based on the co-operative efforts of 
the farmers themselves and on the 
broad economic theory that the in- 
dustrial part of the population of 
the nation could not prosper and 
return people to work unless the 
agricultural part of the nation were 
in a position to purchase the output 
of the industrial part. It was based 
on knowledge of the fact that for 
the farmers of the nation the long, 
downhill road to depression began 
not in 1929, but in 1920, that from 
that date on through the so-called 
boom days of the 1920s the debts of 
the farms and farmers mounted 
while their assets and earnings slid 
down hill. 

Coming back to you after three 
years, I experience the extreme 
plesure of recognizing that the co- 
operative efforts in which the farm- 
ers themselves, the Congress and 
my administration have engaged, 
have borne good fruit. 
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Debt Burden Lightened. 

The problem of the early days of 
the administration was not only to 
raise crop values from starvation 
levels, but also to save farm fami- 
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lies from actual loss of their homes 
and their chattels. 

The burden of agricultural debt, 
it is true, has not been eliminated, 
but it has been decisively and defi- 
nitely lightened. Loans have been 
made through the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration to nearly half a mil- 
lion farmers since May, 1933, These 
loans amount to more than $1,800,- 
000,000. Eighty-seven per cent of

000 farmers are making savings 
this year on interest alone of more 
than $55,000,000. The interest rate 
which farmers have to pay on the 
farm mortgage debts refinanced by 
the Farm Credit Administration is 


the lowest rate in history. 


Second Effort for Farmers. 

My second effort in the immedi- 
ate improvement of the farmer's 
position was to get him not only a 
relatively but an absolutely better 
return for his products. 

In approaching this problem we 
moved on two fronts; first, to free 
our monetary system of bondage to 
a sufficient extent to permit money 
to serve the people rather than to 
force people to serve money. I de- 
liberately chose to disregard those 
who said that before a balance 
could be produced in our economic 
life, almost universal bankruptcy 
would be necessary through infla- 
tion. I held, as I now hold, that 
the appropriate measures to take 
were rather to improve prices, par- 
ticularly in farm commodities, to 
such an extent that the things the 
farmer had to sell would enable him 
to buy the things that he needed to 
support life and to afford him a 
fair degree of security. 

From the summer of 1929 to the 
time when I took office in 1933, the 
prices f farm products, that is, the 
things that the farmer had to sell, 
had declined by 62 per cent, while 
the prices of the things the farmer 
had to buy had fallen 35 per cent. 
Thus, the farmer, on the average, 
had to use twice as many bushels 
of wheat, twice as many bushels 
of corn, twice as many hogs, twice 
as many bales of cotton, twice as 
much of all of his products, in or- 
der to buy the same amount of 
things that he needed. The closing 
of that gap was an important ob- 
jective of this administration, and 
we shall bend our efforts to hold 
the gains that have been made. 
The gap which was the measure of 
the farmer’s despair and distress, 
after two and a half years of ef- 
fort, in large part has been closed. 

Factors in Readjustment. 

Many factors were involved in 
this readjustment. Our monetary 
policy was one. The drouth was an- 
other. Increased demand for prod- 
ucts caused by the economic revival

| our agricultural adjustment admin- 
| istration was still another. 

| I need not tell ou of the origins 
| and the purposes and the methods 
‘of the agricultural adjustment act. 
That is history, and, | submit, hon- 
orable history. Moreover, the farm- 
ers know how the act has worked. 
| They know from the contents of 
their own pocketbooks that their 
income has been increased. The 
record is there to prove the case-- 
an increase of one billion dollars in 
farm cash income in 1933 over 1932; 
$1,900,000,000 increase in 1934 over 
1932, and an etsimated $2,400,000,000 
increase in 1935 over 1932. That 
makes a total increase of $5,300,000,- 
000 over what the farmer's income 
would have been if the 1932 level 
had been continued. 

Is it surprising, in the light of 
this improved income, that the farm 
implement factories in Illinois and 
New York and the automobile fac- 
tories of Michigan, and the _§ stecl 
mills of Pennsylvania, are springing 
into activity? Is it any wonder that 
smoke is pouring once more from 
chimneys long smokeless? Is it any 
wonder that workers long without 
regular jobs are going back to 
work? Now, with export surpluses 
no longer pressing down on the 
farmer's welfare, and with fairer 
prices, farmers really have a chance 
for the first time in this genera- 
tion to profit from improved meth- 
ods. With agriculture on the wav 
to a condition of prosperity, it ‘s 
possible now for the farmer of the 
country, in co-operation with their 
Government, to look to the longer 
future. 

The Farmers’ Plight. 

Three years ago, in the desperate, 
struggle to keep want from the 
threshold, farmers, no matter how 
much they might have wished to 
adopt cropping practices that would 
conserve and build the fertility of 
their soil, were compelled to raise 
more bushels of wheat and corn or 
pounds of cotton and tobacco than 
their land properly could sustain 
through the years. But with this 
compelling necessity now passed, 
they can put scientific crop rotation 
sy.tems into effect and save their 
scil fertility. That, my friends, is 
of equal interest in Pennsylvania 
and in Kansas and in Maine and in 
Georgia. 

The dust storms that a_ few 
months ago drifted from the West- 
ern plains to the Atlantic Ocean 
were a warning to the whole nation 
of what will happen if we waste 
our heritage of soil fertility, the 
ultimate source of our wealth and 
of life itself. 

I have not the time to talk with 
you in detail about what the Gov- 
ernment is trying to do to prevent 
soil erosion and floods, to encour- 
age forestation, to give people the 
opportunity voluntarily to move off 
submarginal land and on to ade- 
quate land where they can make 
both ends meet—in other words, to 
use every square mile of the United 
States tor the purpose to which it 
is best adapted. That in its accom- 
plishment is a project of 100 years. 
But for the first time in the history 
of the nation, we have started on 
that project because for the first 


time we have begun to understand 
that we must harness nature in ac- 


cordance with nature’s laws, _ in- 
stead of despoiling nature in viola- 
tion of her laws. 

Most Important Gain. 

Perhaps the most important gain 
of all is the development of the 
farmer’s ability, through co-opera- 
tion with other farmers, to direct 
and control the conditions of his 
life. Programs now in effect un- 
der the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act are planned and operated by 
the farmers themselves through 
nearly 5000 county production con- 
trol associations, which are manned 
by more than 100,000 committeemen 
and which number among their 
members more than 3,000,000 adjust- 
ment contract signers. 

The Government’s part in this 
program is merely to supply the 
unifying element that the farmers 
themselves, in their past efforts, 
found so essential to success. That, 
it seems to me, is the true function 
of government under our Constitu- 
tion—to promote the general wel- 
fare, not by interfering unduly with 
individual liberties, but by bringing 
to the aid of the individual those 
powers of government which are 
essential to assure the continuance 
of the inalienable rights which the 
Constitution is intended to guaran- 
tee. It is democracy in the good 
old American sense of the word. 


Policy Evolving. 
The Government's policy toward 
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agriculture has been evolving ever 
since the time of George Washing- 
ton. I know it will continue to’ 
evolve and I hope no-one thinks! 
that the present machinery is per-| 
fect and cannot be improved. What. 
counts is not so much the methods 
of the moment as the pathways 
that are marked out down the 
years. ; 

I like to think of the agricu)- 
tural adjustment act not merely as) 
a temporary means of rescue for a 
great industry, but as the expres- | 
sion of an enduring principle carved | 
in stone by a nation come to ma-| 
turity—a nation which has forever 
left behind the old_ irresponsible 
ways of its youth, a nation facing

Industry moved forward with sea- 
sonal upturns in iron and steel and 
other classifications earlier than in 
recent years. Purchasing in rural 
areas has been stimulated by liberal 
crop yields and high prices for farm 
products. Bank deposits reached a 
new high record, with demand for 
credit for mercantile and industrial 
interests turning upward moderate- 
ly for the first time in months.

WASHINGION, Sept. 28.—Reports toa 
the division of foreign crops and markets 
indicate that United States Agricultural 
exports remain iow. 

kor the month of August, the index 
of United States exports of farm producted 
amounted to 44, the lowest monthly index 
in more than two decades and less than 
one-half the pre-war average. 

The decline was general, al! groups ex- 
cept tobacco being lower in comparison with 
July and all except fruit in comparison 
with August a@ year ago. 

With cotton excluded, the decline was 
e- © more pronounced, the index dropping 
to 35 as compared with 37. the preceding 
month and 55 during August a year ago. 

The cotton index for August was 66 
which was below those of the two pre- 
ceding months and was the lowest August 
index since 1931. However, exports com- 
pared favorably with most of the monthe- 
ly exports last season. 

Tota! cotton exports for the month 
amounted to 253,000 bales of which 59,- 
000 bales went to Japan, 43,000 to the 
United Kingdom, 36,000 to France, 30,<« 
000 to Germany, 24,000 to Italy and 16,- 
009 bales to Poland. 

Estimates of the 1935 wheat produc- 

tion in 41 countries now total 3,044,059,000 
bushels as compared with 2,949,473,000 
— harvested by these countries in 
1934. 
The first official estimate of areag 
sown to grain in Argentina for the 1935- 
36 harvest show marked decline from the 
revised figures of last year. In the case 
of both wheat and rye, a 25 per cent ré- 
duction is indicated. 

The British Board of Trade has ane 
nounced a total of cured pork import quo- 
ta of 140,514,000 pounds for the last 
quarter of 1935. This amount is to be 
divided among the principal suppliers im 
the usual proportiona] allotments and is 
exclusive of the adjustment which may 
be in order on account of over or under 
shipments during the preceding period. 

The 1934-35 grain season in the Soviet 
Union is well on its way toward comple- 
tion, although no final crop estimates are 
available, local reports indicate consid- 
erably larger yields, particularly in the 
S-uth, than those in 1934. 

More than 87 per cent of the harvest has 
been cut, 60 per cent threshed and the 
grain procurements are well under way. 


TRADE TRENDS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.——More price 
changes were made last week in the mar- 
Kets for heavy and fine chemicals than 
have been made for some time, according 
to the “Oil, Paint & Drug Reporter.”’ Ac- 
vances predominated numerically, the pub- 
lication says, but the weight of changes 
was on the other side, chiefly because of

tinued to expand, the paper says. 

Furniture—The furniture industry is cone 
tinuing to experience a pronounced revival, 
according to a leading statistical house that 
specializes in that field. Orders pooked 
during August showed an increase of 73 per 
cent over the same month last year ‘and 
business booked for the first eight months 
of the year averaged 42 per cent better 
than in the same period a year earlier, the 
firm says in its latest analysis. 

Giass—-Demand for glass products con- 
tinues to mount steadily, according to ree 
ports from leading manufacturers. Nearly 
all products are feeling the effects of ine 
creased demand, the trade was told, al- 
though some lines have enjoyed a wider ex- 
pansion than others. Buying is more steady 
in the building field, as indicated by heavier 
shipments of window glass against con- 
tracts which, in some plants, exhausted 
production. 

Steel—-A private survey of the steel ine 
dustry made for New York financial inter- 
ests says it is the general impression among 
representative steel men that motor manu- 
facturers will begin to take their require- 
ments within two or three weeks. Sev- 
eral of the large companies were reported 
to have more business booked for Septem- 
ber delivery than they booked for August, 
notwithstanding the motor letup.

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How Coincidence Runs Through 
Muench Baby Story and Kelley 
Kidnaping Trial Preliminaries

Considering the dates of epi- 
sodes and incidents in the Kelley 
kidnaping trials and the incredible 
Muench baby story together, the 
chronology presents an illuminating 
backdrop for the finale of the bi- 
garre drama which has absorbed 
the attention of the city for two 
weeks. 

A double stage is being set— 
one at Mexico, Mo., where the at- 
tractive red-headed woman who is 
the ster of the spectacle will go to 
trial tomorrow on the capital charge 
of complicity in kidnaping for ran- 
s0m, and in the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals where the same de- 
fendant will be called upon later 
for what proof she has that the 
baby she claims to have borne at 
the age of 43, after 22 years of 
childless married life, is not in fact 
the child of another. 


After all dilatory motions had 
been exhausted by attorneys for 
Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, even 
including an extraordinary one sel- 
dom resorted to, the defendant, 
sister of a Judge of the Missouri 
State Supreme Court, was left to 
realize the inevitable; that at last 
she must face the State’s case be- 
fore a jury and that the time would’ 
be soon. 

Two Defendants Convicted. 

Mrs. Muench was indicted March 
13, 1934. Prosecuting Attorney An- 
derson of St. Louis County and his 
staff were busy throughout 1934 
organizing their evidence and try- 
ing the two principal male defend- 
ants, Angelo Rosegrant, alias 
“Dago,” alias “Lover,” and Felix | 
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McBonald, a prisoner in the Mis- 
souri penitentiary, convicted of 
robbery in connection with an at- 
tempted kidnaping subsequent to 
the Kelley case. It suited their 
purpose to leave Mrs. Muench to 
the last since they were unable to 
try all defendants together, the 
defendants having exercised an 
advantage the defense has over 
the State in all criminal cases, and 
elected to be tried separately. 

McDonald, the second to be tried, 
was convicted Jan. 30, 1935. From 
that day on, Prosecuting Attorney 
Anderson, his Associate, John 
Wolfe, and Assistant John McNatt, 
and the other members of the staff, 
were ready and eager to try con- 
clusions with the battery of law- 
yers, retained for Mrs. Muench, 
which included several men locally 
famous. 


Legislator Employed. 

But instead of announcing ready, 
as the State hoped, two days be- 
fore the trial date Feb. 19, Mrs. 
Muench engaged Edgar J. Keat- 
ing, a lawyer sof Kansas City 
and also a member of the State 
Legislature. The obvious purpose 
was to postpone the trial, since the 
State law makes it mandatory on 
a Judge to grant a continuance to 
any defendant represented by 41 
State Legislator while the Legisla- 
ture is in session. Since it was 
not known at that time when the 
Legislature would adjourn, the 
Court postponed the trial to April 
5. 


But before this later date arrived 
Mrs. Muench filed another dilatory 
notice. She informed the Court 
that instead of going to trial, she 
would apply for a change of venue 
from St. Louis County on the 
ground that the community was so 
prejudiced against her she could not 
receive a fair trial. Application, 
therefore, was made April 13, and 
in order to hear this application 


ward another month, or to May 143. 
This was the limit of delay obtain- 
able in St. Louis County. 

It was clear at the beginning of 
May that even if the change of 
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venue should be denied, the hear- 
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ing on it would run into early sum- 
mer, and it was a foregone con- 
clusion that the trial would not be 
held during the hot months but 
would go over to early autumn. 

Change of venue was granted by 
the Court and the case sent to Au- 
drain County. Automatically, trial 
there could not be called until the 
opening of the next succeeding 
term, or Sept. 2. 

All technical means of delay hav- 
ing been exhausted in St. Louis 
County, continuance at Mexico 
was not to be relied upon except on 
the ground of serious illness of the 
defendant or a vital witness—and 
then only for a few days. There- 
fore, the time when the State’s 
case must be faced in court could 
be approximated with certainty. 


Developments in May. 


It was in the month of May then 
that the conjunction of ideas and 
events came which ultimately re- 
sulted in the fascinating coinci- 
dence that Mrs. Muench, when at 
last she should have to face a jury, 
could avail herself of the comfort- 
ing presence of a baby in her arms. 

It was in the month of May 
that persons outside the defendants’ 
camp heard from her that she was 
to have a baby. On or about May 
12 Dr. and Mrs. Muench told Mr. 
and Mrs. Theodore Wall of 5374 
Delmar boulevard that Mrs. Muench 
was going to have a baby the last 
of July or early in August. This 
was the reason, they said, for ne- 
gotiating with the Walls for the 
possible rental of an apartment 
on Delmar boulevard. They repre- 
sented that the expected event in 
the family would necessitate larger 
quarters than they had in their 
‘home at 4736 Westminster place: 

This fact was not published but 
it reached the office of Prosecuting 
|Attorney Anderson. 
| It was in May that Mrs. Muench 
'stopped Dr. Marsh Pitzman in his 
'car, after he had kept away from 
her for seven months, and told him 
the glad news. 

Quest for Baby by Jones. 

It was also in the merry month 
of May that Wilfred Jones, lawyer 
and intimate friend and adviser of 
the Muenches, began the quest for 
a baby for “adoption by a childless 
couple,” friends of his.

SURVEY OF RACKETEERING 
STARTED BY GOVERNMENT 


Federal Agents to Canvass Jewelry, 
Poultry and Trucking Indus- 
tries in Particular. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, director of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, an- 
nounced today that his agents are 
making a nation-wide investi- 
gation of organized crime’s in- 
vasion of business and the extent 
of racketeering. “The field,” he 
said, “is pretty wide open now, be- 
cause kidnaping, extortion, bank 


robbery and crimes of that type 
are pretty generally under control.” 

Joseph B, Keenan, Assistant At- 
torney-General, said the year-old 
Federal racketeering law “is cir- 
cumscribed by obvious sharp lim- 
its.’ He said, however, that it 
would permit the Government 
agents to move against racketeers 
whenever their actions affected 
goods or business moving across 
state lines. 


Hoover has made a survey of con- 
ditions in New York, where a spe- 
cial investigation into widespread 
racketeering was ordered recently 
by Gov. Lehman. He said the bu- 
reau’s survey will be directed pri-

| On June 17, two days after Jones 
had called on Miss Krout, the hear- 
ing of Mrs. Muench’s motion for a 
change of venue began in Judge 
Nolte’s court at Clayton. She was 
present, and in view of the infor- 
mation which had reached the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney’s office, was close- 
ly scrutinized by many eyes. There 
were no external signs to verify her 
stated expectancy of motherhood. 

Miss Oberg returned to the Krout 
home with her child in about a 
week and there, on July 10 or il, 
Jones received the baby, took it 
away in an automobile in which 
there was a woman. This woman 
has not yet been identified. 

Qn July 11 Dr. Aaron Levy, for- 
merly a friend of the Muenches, was 
called to their home by Dr. Muench 
and there treated the Price baby, 
but the infant was too far gone 
to be saved. On Dr. Levy’s advice 
it was immediately removed to the 
Jewish Hospital, where he contin- 
ued to treat it, but, despite all that 
could be done, the infant died July 
16, five or six days after Jones took 
it from its mother. (Miss Krout 
has not been able to fix the date 
exactly as July 10 or 11 when Jones 
took the infant.) 

Dr. Levy reports Mrs. Muench, 
as well as her husband. were very 
solicitous about the infant. They 
made no explanation of its presence 
in their home, nor did he ask any 
questions about this extraordinary 
situation, he said. However, he says 
he did not observe any external 
signs of pregnancy at this time, 
| which was only about five weeks 
before the alleged birth of a child 
to Mrs. Muench. 

Ware Baby Born Aug. 17. 


The next episode in the baby 
chronology is the birth of Anna 
Ware’s baby at Midwife Winner’s 
home, 6015 Maple avenue, on Aug. 
17. Jones, as he has freely stated, 
had begun active search for a sec- 
ond baby, for the same friends, as 
soon as the Price child died.

If the Constitution needs ch 
he said, “let us change it. bok an 
us not authorize any constitution 
to be nullified at will by a mere 
declaration on the part of Congress 
that an emergency exists.” 
Consttiution Open to Amendment 

The Senator declared, “I am not 
one of those who believe that the 
Constitution should be sacrosanct 
as immutable as the laws of the 
Medes and Persians. The framers 
of the Consttiution themselves wise- 
ly set up explicitly the means 
whereby the Constitution might be 
amended, cumbersome and difficult 
to be sure but capable as we have 
recently seen of being employed 
with amazing rapidity and com- 
piteness once the people have made 
up their minds. . : 

“But in the determination of the 
question of proposed changes the 
greatest consideration should be 
given to the question of whether or 
not the prospect of success of the 
proposed change is sufficient to 
justify us in abandoning a system 
of government under which we 
have enjoyed a century and a half 
of amazing progress and of general 
though by no means universal pros- 
perity.”

Three Months. 


Twenty-seven firms in the St. 
Louis industrial district undertook 
expansion programs during June, 
July and August, while 14 new con- 
cerns were established in the dis- 
trict, it is related in “St. Louis Busi- 
ness,” a report issued yesterday by 
the Industrial Bureau of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

This represented an additional 
industrial investment of $7,936,100 
for construction and equipment, 
and 637 additional employes wer 
required, the report said. New in- 
dustrial space ‘being constructed 
amounted to 160,000 square feet, and 
existing space taken over to 547,000 
square feet. 

The report continued: 

“The steel, oil, chemical and glass 
industries led in the movement, but 
activity in all fields has shown a 
decided pickup. Industrial inquiries 
have increased markedly within the 
last three months and prospects for 
the fall are bright. 

“St. Louls business, compared to 
business in the United States as a 
whole, is 108 per cent, or 8 per cent 
above the country’s average, on the 
basis of figures issued by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, and St. Louis 
business for August showed a 27.4 
per cent increase over the normal 
geasonal trend. 

“The principal St. Louis business 
barometers for August, 1935, com- 
pared with August, 1934, are sum- 
marized as follows:

“Building permits increased 53.31 
per cent; debits to individual ac- 
counts increased 25.59 per cent; 
bank clearings increased 17.51 per 
cent; postoffice receipts increased 
3.20 per cent; local telephone calls 
increased 7.96 per cent; industrial

customers increased 17.54 per cent, 
and industrial electricity supplied 
by the Laclede Light & Power Co., 
increased 5.21 per cent; water con- 
sumption decreased 0.13 per cent;

creased 36.32 per cent; revenue 
street car and bus passengers de- 
creased 5.79 per cent on the lines of 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. and 
the People’s Motorbus Co. com- 
bined; the value of milk production 
decreased 7.13 per cent; revenue 
ears handled by the Tevminal Rail- 
road Association decreased 2.89 per 
cent.

The American Legion convention’s resolution for 
immediate payment of the bonus is a decisive re- 
pudiation of the Patman plan to finance the pay- 
ment by an issue of greenbacks. Indeed, Representa- 
tive Patman himself,-when the booing delegates 
finally permitted him to speak, said: “Let ’em pay 
it in bonds, let ’em pay it in currency. If we can’t 
get it one way, let’s pay it any way that it can be 
obtained.” Thus, the long and vicious fight within 
the Legion, between the Patmanites and those who 
would pay the bonus by orthodox financing methods, 
has ended with the latter’s victory. 

It is significant that interest in the bonus reso- 
lution was centered, not in whether such a resolu- 
tion would be passed, but merely in the method of 
payment.

Garbo, Diet- 
rich and one or two others are 
being paid enough, per picture, to 
reach that sum if they made more 
pictures but the studios hold them 
down to a couple of films a year. 

A half million dollars for each 
picture is what some of the older 
stars are set upon demanding when 
their present contracts run‘ out. 
‘Strange to say it is not Hollywood 
but England which has taken the 
lead by paying Gracie Fields $250,- 
000 a picture, with a possibility of 
Jetting her turn out four of ’em 
in the. next 12 months. Garbo's 
$250,000 per picture is still the top 
salary here, but she is definitely 
limited to two a year. 

The rank and file of the British 
players’ pay falls considerably un- 
der the same class of actors in 
Hollywood but London is calling 
rather loudly with cash for stars. 
Marlene Dietrich is going abroad 
for at least one film at a big raise 
in pay, Ann Harding is consider- 
ing an overseas offer and Claud- 
ette Colbert is flirting with a Brit- 
ti proposition. There are others,

Having seen it some 
weeks ago at the S’Renco screening room, while its fate in St. Louis 
was still in the balance, I can advocate its worth. Its demerits, so 
far as we are concerned, are only that it is entirely in Russian and 
not as technically perfect as Hollywood films.

It is the newest weapon of science 
in its unending struggle to understand 
the human body and conquer its en- 
emy, disease; a complicated weapon 
which technicians the world over have 
striven to devise for 123 years. 

By means of it, say Lindbergh’s pro- 
fessional collaborators, scientists may 
be enabled to watch at first hand the 
growth of an organ or the progress of 
a disease. With it they may measure 
the organic products turned into the 
blood stream, with their far-reaching 
train of marked but little understood 
effects; through it they may solve 
some of the mysteries of the ductless 
glands. It has extended the bounda- 
ries of medical research no less than 
the inventor’s flight of eight years ago 
opened new vistas of aviation. 

Just as Colonel Lindbergh became 
the first man to fly across the At- 
lantic, he has become, with Dr. Alexis 
Carrel of Rockefeller Institute, the 
first to maintain life in an entire or- 
gan under glass outside the body. And 
there are indications that both achieve. 
ments, worlds apart though they seem, 
were products of the same mental and 
temperamental qualities. Friends of 
Lindbergh are convinced that the key 
to his evident flair for science was 
the identical attribute that put him 
safely across the Atlantic in 1927, 
three miles off course in 3000 miles. 

That extraordinary feat of calevlat- 
ed precision was minimized or wholly 
overlooked in the world-wide stir that 
followed: his landing at Le Bourget. 
To the world of orthodox thoughtful- 

ness he was an ingenuous boy who

had implausibly survived to accom- 
plish an epoch-making but essentially 
irrational objective. ‘“‘Lucky Lindy’”’ 
was the headliners’ phrase; luck was 
the factor in the minds of the world. 

Only his personal acquaintances, or, 
at least, those who knew something of 
his past, considered another and much 
more obvious factor—brains. But 
now, with at least three excellent 
pieces of laboratory work that could 
not conceivably be attributed to any- 
thing but the exercise of the intelli- 
gence, a good many lab men, particu- 
have been impelled to re-ex- 
amine the facts and see if that factor 
didn’t have something to do with his 
record as an aviator. 

There is not far to look. His. moth- 
er was a school teacher of manifest 
competence and poise. His father was 
distinguished through 10 years in Con. 
gress by a more than liberal view- 
point and vigor of mind and will alike. 
His grandfather was a member of the 
Swedish Parliament. Lindbergh him- 
‘self dropped a college course in me- 
chanics after one year—because of an 
experimental thirst that led him, after 
completing one project, to go on to the 
next without bothering to turn in a 
report. 


E WAS “an obscure young mail 
H pilot’ when he made his flight 

to Paris—but not one of his 
friends, from the moment he took it 
up, doubted its accomplishment. They 
were convinced that, however complex 
its hazards, he would have discerned 
them all, and reduced them, long be- 
fore the take-off, to a degree of cer- 
tainty comparable with his routine 
mail flight between St. Louis and 
Chicago. This faculty of seeing and 
coolly weighing all the contingencies 
in advance was one of two character- 
istics that marked his flying career 
from its beginning. The other, or per- 
haps it was only another phase of the 
same quality, was an almost inhuman 
degree of detachment and precision, so 
marked that, for example, it could un- 
forgettably impress a seasoned report- 
er—who had watched the masters 
since Lincoln Beachey—in a mere 
half-hour’s incidental stunt flying in 
a reconditioned old ‘crate’ at a mo-

still in his pre-Paris ‘‘obscurity.”’ 

Probably everybody but his friends 
—wherever his project was known at 
all—was convinced he would not get 
to Paris. The East paid no attention 
whatever to him until his dramatic 
one-two flight from the West coast, 
San Diego to St. Louis, St. Louis to 
New York, stirred its approval and 
surprise. There was nothing in the 
least spectacular about that flight ex- 
cept precision, but in that respect— 
occurring in a field where the public 
had come to expect few certainties— 
it suggested the swift accuracy and un- 
erring force of a Dempsey’s right-and.- 
left before the knockout. 

After his return from Paris, he took 
off from New York on July 20, 1927, 
for a home-coming tour by,air. His 
itinerary included most of the larger 
cities in the United States, with a com- 
plicated schedule in each, but before 
he started he casually announced that 
he would return to New York at 2 p. 
m. October 20. The “Spirit of St. 
Louis’’ landed again at New York on 
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Into the Field of Physiological

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October 20 at 1:69 p. m. 

Whatever luck had to do with it, 
the connection between these abnor- 
mally developed faculties of discern- 
ment, forethought and precision and 
that rubric “three miles in 3000” is 
just as obvious now as their useful- 
ness in the laboratory. And while the 
announcement of the “robot heart’’ 
was a surprise to most of the news- 
reading public, Lindbergh placed those 
faculties at the service of science sev- 
eral years ago. 

Archeology was the first to bene- 
fit. That was in 1929, when he and 
Mrs. Lindbergh, on a ‘“good-will’’ 
flight in Central America, sighted and 
later carefully photographed and 
charted the location of several ‘‘lost”’ 
cities of the Mayas in the Yucatan 
Peninsula. Archeologists said then 
he had accomplished in 25 hours a 
task that, by ordinary methods, would 
have taken five years. 

His first connection with Rockefel- 
ler Institute occurred in 1928, when 
he flew to Quebec with anti-pneumon- 
fa serum provided by it in a vain at-

tempt to save the life of Floyd Ben- 
nett. It became known a year or s0 
later that a laboratory had been placed 
at his disposal, but the nature of his 
investigation was not disclosed. 

In 1931, a brief note in scientific 
publications announced his perfection 
of the “Lindbergh pump,” a step to- 
ward the maintenance of an artificial 
blood circulation, now actually con- 
summated in the “robot heart.’”’ In 
1933, using a device of his own design 
to trap bacteria and minute fungi on 
microscopic slides in the upper air, 
Colonel and Mrs. Lindbergh, on vaca- 
tion flight in the Arctic, gathered what 
a Government expert described as the 
first ‘‘concrete evidence of the part 
played by air currents in distribution 
of fungi between Northern lands.” 

But with these exceptions, his work 
at Rockefeller Institute was kept se- 
cret. The help was instructed to keep 
away from his laboratory and not to 
attempt to engage him in conversa- 
tion. Even among his associates, few 
were aware of the significance of his 
investigations until the recent disclo- 
sure that, after more than a century, 
a means had been devised for the ar- 
tificial culture of a living organ. 


HE idea has always intrigued 
acientists. Back in 1812, the 
physiologist, C. J. J. Le Gallois 
of Paris, wrote that “if one could sub- 
stitute for the heart a kind of injec- 
tion of arterial blood, either natural 
or artificially made, one would succeed 
easily in maintaining alive indefinitely 
any part of the body whatsoever.” 

Artificial blood came in time. As 
far back as 1912, Dr. Alexis Carrel 
used it to sustain life in a fragment of 
tissue removed from the heart of an 
embryo chick. That tissue is still liv- 
ing in Carrel’s laboratory in the Rock- 
efeller Institute for Medical Research 
here. But Carrel was unable to keep 
an entire organ alive. 

Into this setting Lindbergh came. 
How he became associated with the 
distinguished Carrel, a Nobel prize 
winner, has not been revealed. But 
daily the flyer drove from Jersey to 
Manhattan to study and work under 
Carrel’s tutelage. The kidnaping of 
the pupil's infant son interrupted the 
work for a time but after the cruel 
discovery that the child had been mur- 
dered, the pupil returned to his work. 
Undoubtedly the cloistered atmosphere 
of the great institution helped miti- 
gate the tragedy. But each day, when 
he put aside his apron and tools, the 
pupil checked up on the progress of 
the kidnaping hunt. 

Carrel’s pride in the genius of his 
pupil is unconcealed. During a recent 
visit to Paris he said of Lindbergh: 
“He is not only a great flyer. He is 
& great savant.”’ 

In differentiating between his own

ities of the ‘‘robot heart,’’ Carrel said: 
“As is well known, tissues and blood 
cells grow like bacteria in flasks cop- 
taining appropriate media. The teeh- 
niques for the cultivation of tiggues 
are somewhat analagous to bacteriolo. 
gical techniques, although far more 
delicate. . 

“But it is through the employment 
of complex mechanical and surgical 
procedures that whole organs are en- 
abled to live isolated from the body. 
Tissue culture deals with cells as units 
of bodily structures; the new method 
deals with cellular societies as organic 
wholes.”’ 

Among the far-reaching applications 
of the invention Carrel lists these: 

(a) The manufacture of the duet. 
less glands’ hormones outside the liv- 
ing body. 

(b) The isolation of the substances 
necessary for the growth, differentia- 
tion and functional activity of these 
glands. 

(c) The discovery of the laws of as- 
sociation of organs; this through cul- 
ture of two, three or more diverse or. 
gans in the same medium, 

(d) The production of disease in 
an isolated organ or artery, and its 
treatment under ideal circumstances. 


WENTY-SIX experiments, done 
jointly by Carrel and Lindbergh, 
have proved the worth of the in- 
strument. Using cats and adult fowl, 
the pair kept alive for experimental 
periods thyroid glands, ovaries, adren- 
al glands, spleens, hearts and kidneys. 
In their report, the distinguished 
pair wrote: “From the present ex- 
periments it must merely be concluded 
that an entire organ, such as an ovary, 
has been maintained alive outside the 
body. It not only survived, but in- 
creased in size and weight. This in- 
crease was due to the appearance of 
new cells and tissues. It is therefore 
probable that this method provides im- 
portant uses in physiological chem- 
istry, physiology and pathology.”’ 

Super-optimists have reported the 
Lindbergh advance as heralding even- 
tual immortality for the human race. 
That it provides immortality, in a lim- 
ited sense, for the excised organs, is 
quite true. That is, as long as some- 
one tends the motor that pumps the 
artificial blood that supplies the “‘ro- 
bot heart” that feeds the organ, the 
organ lives. But that it supplies a 
process for keeping the entire human 
organism perpetually alive is not 
claimed by its sponsors. Carre] him- 
self is on record as saying that, in his 
opinion, human beings cannot hope 
for physical immortality, at least on 
this earth. Nor, conversely, does he 
string with those who scoff at the re- 
ligious promise of immortality. That 
isn’t in his field, he says. 

What blocks physical immortality, 
he once said, is the complicated or 
ganization of the human being. 

“Organization,” he said, “is neces 
sary for the development of a highly 
differentiated nervous system and for 
the appearance of mental processes. 
Death is the price we have to pay for 
the possession of our brains. 

“This price is not excessive, how- 
ever, because the mysterious energy 
which is created by the cerebral cells, 
or expresses itself through them, 1%, 
after all, the greatest marvel of this 
universe.”’ 

In the search for a_ practicable 
“robot heart’’ the crucial problem 
arose in the attempt to transmit pulse 
power to the apparatus without ad- 
mitting germs. Lindbergh got around 
that by devising a “robot heart” of 
which the only moving parts are three 
glass valves, easily sterilized and kept 
sterile, and by setting up a wholly 
separate pump of which the essential 
feature is a pulsating oi) column, éf- 
fectively transmitting pulse pressure 
but blocking outside contamination. 

Pulsations in the oil column are && 
tuated by compressed air, at a rate 
and pressure controlled by an electri-

For Taking 
| the W allflower 
Off the Wall

>» VERY THING 
flourishes in Cali- 
fornia, even the 
wallflower. It is 
something that 
grows in any cli- 
mate. It is one of 
several things be- 
sides the weather 
of which Mark 
Twain might have 
said everybody talks about it and no- 
body ever does anything about it. But 
at last somebody has arisen in Califor- 

nia to do something about it. 

He is Albert H. Ludwig of San 
Francisco. That shy nocturnal blos- 
som, the wallflower, is a matter of 
professional interest to him. He is a 
dancing teacher. He has been teach- 
ing here for 20 years, he has been 
president for three years of the Cali- 
fornia Association of Teachers of 
Dancing and the Western Society of 
Dancing Masters; he was appointed an 
instructor at a recent convention of 
the Dancing Masters of America; he 
' fs an associated students’ instructor at 
the University of California, and he 
has made a particular study of wall- 
flowers. 

Ludwig read about walliflowers in 
books, heard about them in “psycho- 
logical’ lectures and in more or less 
malicious jokes and when cats got to- 
gether; saw them in moving pictures, 
comic or sad, and felt for them, with a 
keen sense of pity, at parties—many 
parties, nearly every party he ever 
went to. 

Always, he discerned, downcast or 
brazen, they suffered. And they were 
by no means necessarily the least at- 
tractive of the party. Very often it 
happened that the wallflower was 
quite attractive, but an ‘extra girl’’ 
(if not an extra man)—somebody’s

and become an extra nuisance in -the 
food preparation.

THE MISSOURI JUDGE WHO “REMINDS YOU OF LINCOLN” 


HIS is an awful kangaroo 
court out here!” 

So said a murderer and 
bank robber after his con- 
viction before Circuit 
Judge Ransom Albert 
[ Breuer by a Franklin 
County jury at Union, Missouri, long 
khown as a scene of justice not only 
for local cases but for causes celebres 


gent out from St. Louis on a change 


é 


of venue. 

Regardless of the feeling of the 
burglarious and murderous gentleman, 
the people and the bar of Judge Breu- 
@’s circuit in Gasconade, Osage and 
Franklin counties have shown a dia- 
Métrically opposite attitude towards 
this hard-working, Lincoln-like figure 
‘f the rural bench. 

Since the Republican primary of 
1910, in which he was nominated for 
the first time, he has never had an op- 
Donent for nomination or election. He 
defeated his predecessor in that pri- 
Mary, but was forced to defend a con- 
test in the Supreme Court of Missouri 
before being seated. Only ‘two other 
Cireuit Judges of the State have been 
On the bench longer than he—E. M. 
Dearing of Potosi and C. H. Skinker 
Of Bolivar, both first elected in 1910, 
after serving a year by appointment. 
Judge Breuer entered his fifth six- 
year term the first of this year. 

If you ask him how he has achieved 
this long record, he says: ‘I don't 
Sccount for it; I do my duty as I see 
it, right or wrong, regardless of poll- 
Wes or religion.” 

Even lawyers whom he has decided 


~ S8ainst will tell you that he is fair and 


Well versed in the law. ‘He reminds 
you all the time of Lincoln,” says one 
Veteran practitioner; ‘‘he is just as 


‘liberate as old Abe Lincoln, and has 


the same wisdom.” 
The fact is that Judge Breuer is 
Something of the ideal figure of a 


country jurist. Unassuming in man- 
ner, quizzical in expression, given to 
few words, unless occasion arises to 
make talk worth while, he has a heavy 
thatch of black hair, steeled with gray, 
and the skin of an outdoor man. His 
expression is determined, but there is 
a twinkle in his eye. A black slouch 
hat usually tops his sparse figure; 
modes in tailoring apparently don’t 
concern him. His manner is home- 
spun, but fails to conceal a keen in- 
tellect. One feels that he is natural, 
not a poser. 

A tradition of rural justice was es- 
tablished at Union even before Judge 
Breuer took the bench. First, in the 
‘90s, there was the Maxwell-Preller 
case. Maxwell murdered Preller in the 
old Southern Hotel here and fled to 
Australia; he was hanged at Union. 
Arthur Duestrow, who killed his wife 
and child in St. Louis in 1896, paid 
the penalty on Union's gallows. In 
1902 William Rudolph and George 


Collins robbed a bank and killed a de-° 


tective; they, too, got the noose. 


ting through technicalities and 

brushing aside vexatious delays. 
Lawyers appearing before him in the 
handsome courthouse at Union, the 
modern building at Linn or the pic- 
turesque older seat of justice on a 
bluff at Hermann have become accus- 
tomed to his crisp order, “Overruled,” 
disposing frequently of motions and 
objections. A long succession of wide- 
ly-known attorneys have pleaded 
causes in his court, indulging in 
spread-eagle oratory, to the delight 
of jurors and spectators alike. This 
chronicler once saw an overflow audi- 
ence on porches and in windows across 
the square when some of the best of 
the orators raised their voices in final 
arguments on a warm day, before the 
old-fashioned Franklin County Court-

Louis newspa- 
per men, well 
known to the Judge, once entered his 
court at Hermann at the start of a 
case, when few persons were present. 
Peerfng over the bench, he greeted 
them: ‘‘Have you boys seen our jail?”’ 
For a moment they thought he was 
serious. 

One of the first big cases before 
Judge Breuer was a libel suit by a 
public official against a city newspa- 
per, tried at Hermann early in his first 
term. 

Possibly the next attracting general 
attention was the trial of three youths 
for murder of a Berger garage proprie- 
tor, Benjamin Schobe, in 1920. One 
of the defendants received a life term, 
while the others were hanged at Union 
the next year. The only other person 
Judge Breuer ever had to sentence to 
death was a Negro hanged at Her- 
mann last April for the murder of two 


~ railroad detectives.

years. The third, 
hoping for the 
leniency sometimes shown by city 
Judges and fearing a Franklin County 
jury, pleaded guilty. ‘‘Forty years,” 
said the Judge, to the conster- 
nation of the defendant and his 
counsel. Three years later, when the 
statute of limitations had run, this 
fellow obtained release by habeas cor- 
pus because the indictment had 
averred that he entered the bank “un- 
lawfully’ and ‘“burglariously,”’ but 
failed to say “‘feloniously.'’ The third 
and fourth juries gave two other de- 
fendants 20 and 25 years, respective- 
ly, while the State dropped charges 
against three, but at least two of the 
prisoners were freed after the Supreme 
Court reversed their convictions. 
The criminal cases growing out of 
the wrecking of the Night and Day 
Bank in 1922 were transferred to 
Judge Breuer’s court. The bank was 
closed after the cashier misappropri- 
ated $754,000. Charges against sev- 


eral directors were dropped by the 
State. Holding court in a hotel at 
Linn because the old courthouse was 
destroyed by fire early that day, the 
Judge became exasperated over the 
State’s delays in prosecuting the bank 
president, and the -State dropped 
charges against the president. 

When a jury at Union convicted 
the cashier, Judge Breuer pro- 
nounced sentence at once, despite the 
State’s objection that this might pre- 
vent further prosecution. ‘That's the 
way we do it here, gentlemen,’’ said 
the Judge. The Supreme Court up- 
held him on this point, although later 
it reversed and remanded the case be- 
cause an instruction to the jury, pre- 
pared by the Circuit Attorney's of- 
fice, was faulty. Another jury acquit- 
ted the cashier on this charge, but in 
the meantime two other sentences of 
five and three years were imposed. He 
served four years and five months in 
the penitentiary, being freed five years 
ago. 

Then there was the case of Jimmy 
Hogan, St. Louis gangster and ex-con- 
vict, charged with the robbery of Erris 
Pillow, Negro bank messenger, in 
1921. Like others whose cases were 
transferred, he alleged there was 
prejudice against him in the city. At 
his first trial he was sentenced to 156 
years’ imprisonment, but the Supreme 
Court reversed the case. A second jury 
deliberated for hours, unable to reach 
a verdict. Judge Breuer, anxious to 
finish the case, insisted that the jur- 
ors try much longer than usual to 
agree. The third jury also was hung 
for more than 24 hours. A fourth 
jury had a harder time; the Judge 
kept sending word to them—‘Try!"’— 
but he was forced to discharge the 
jurors after 63 hours. The fifth 
jury acquitted Hogan in 1926, 

Two officers of a coal company, 
charged with defrauding the city 
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through short-weight deliveries, took 
a change of venue to Union in 1928. 
As the trial began it was found the 
indictment specified the wrong dates 
for the contract in question. Judge 
Breuer sustained a defense objection 
to admission of the contract in evi. 
dence, forcing the State to dismiss the 
case, but the Judge refused a defense 
plea for a directed verdict of acquit- 
tal, holding, “If it's a bad indictment, 
there’s no jeopardy.” 

More than one city lawyer, going to 
this circuit on a big case, accustomed 
to working perhaps five hours a day 
in the courtroom, has been surprised 
to find night sessions frequent in 
Judge Breuer’s jurisdiction and a 
working day from 9 a. m. to 9 p. m. 
not unusual. 


Bird, in southern Gasconade 

County, on Washington's birth- 
day, 1870, was named for an uncle, 
not for General Ransom of Civil War 
fame. He is one of six brothers, two of 
whom became lawyers, two physicians 
and two farmers. The other lawyer is 
Louis H. Breuer, former United States 
District Attorney. The Judge was grad- 
uated from the State Normal School at 
Cape Girardeau and for eight years 
taught rural schools in Gasconade and 
Crawford counties. Then he studied 
law at Washington University, being 
admitted to the bar two months be- 
fore receiving his degree in 1898. He 
served two terms as Prosecuting At- 
torney of Gasconade County, 1901-04, 
and six years as County Collector. 
1905-10. In 1931 he was elected pres. 
ident of the Missouri Conference of 
Circuit and Appellate Judges at a 
meeting in St. Louis. He is married, 
has a son and three daughters, and 
lives on a hill at the edge of the Old 
Worldly little city of Hermann.

Collins was born at Warren, 
Ohio, in 1904. When he was five 
years old his father, a bricklayer, 
died, and when he was 16 his 
mother, who had been working as 
a scrubwoman, seamstress and 
cook, died. Young Collins then 
went to work nights in a rubber 
factory at Akron. He managed to 
get through the first year of col. 
lege, thus acquiring enough edu- 
cation to enable him to pass the 
examinations for the Army Air 
Service Primary Flying School. 

In his class of 105 were 
Charles A. Lindbergh and Philip 
Love, the latter now a pilot for 
the Union Electric Light and Pow- 
er Company and a Major com- 
manding the Thirty-fifth Division 
Aviation Corps at Lambert Field, 
St. Louis. In March, 1925, after a 
year of training, they were among 
18 graduated from the Army Ad. 
vanced Flying School, Kelly Field, 
San Antonio, Texas, The others 
had been ‘“‘washed out’—disquali. 
fied, in other words. Collins, Lind- 
bergh and Love and one other fly- 
ing cadet were the four best avia- 
tors in the class, chosen to spe- 
Cialize in pursuit flying. 


nothing for Collins to do but 

accept his discharge and a 
commission as a Second Lieuten- 
ant in the reserve. Unable to get 
any job that would require his 
newly-acquired ability, he went 
back to the rubber factory when 
his money ran out. Two months 
was all he could stand; he quit. A 
six-month tour of duty at Self- 
ridge Field, Mount Clemens, 
Michigan, was a landfall a few 
weeks later. 

Then he went to Detroit, where 
he was told he could begin as a 
mere cog in the Ford automobile 
factory, work up to the aviation 
plant and then be assigned as an 
aviator. After a week of standing 
in line he was given a badge and 
told to report to a certain depart- 
ment the next morning. 

The next morning, as he sat in 
the street car looking at the men 
across from him, he studied their 
faces and thought about the fu. 
ture. His eyes recorded hunched 
shoulders, lifeless eyes and wood- 
en expressions. He felt his self- 
respect and pride oozing out. Even 
the rubber factory was not as bad 
as that. He got off at the plant 
and watched the men file in. He 
shuddered and took the next trol- 
ley to town. Returning to Self- 
ridge Field, he swallowed his pride 
enough to enlist as a cadet. Two 
months later he was given a reg- 
ular commission and became an 
instructor at Brooks Field, ‘Texas. 

Everything would have gone 
smoothly had he not begun‘ to 
read George Bernard Shaw and 
all the articles he could find in 
magazines and papers on Social- 
ism, In April, 1928, being a 
confirmed pacifist and Socialist, 
he decided that “the only moral 
thing I could do was to get out 
of the army.”’ After a few months 
as an inspector with the aeronau- 
tic branch of the Department of 
Commerce and later as chief test 
pilot with a private company, he 
became vice-president of a small 
aviation corporation. The depres- 
sion came and he resigned in 
1930. From time to time he 
found employment as a private pi- 
lot for rich men. He became in.- 
terested in Communism and final- 
ly lost a good private piloting 
job, ‘being discharged for radical 
activity by my rich boss.”’ 
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After a few more months of 
idleness he began to pick up jobs 
testing and demonstrating planes 
and soon was able to bring his 
wife and family from Oklahoma, 
where they had been living with 
her parents.

cally operated valve, The oll col- 
umn acts on the intake of a ‘‘con- 
trol gas,’’ made of oxygen, carbon 
dioxide and nitrogen; this arti- 
ficial air, which the organ 
‘“breathes,"’ thus provides the 
“heart-beat’’ to maintain circula- 
tion of the artificial blood. 

The oil column is so handled 
that excess ‘‘control gas,’’ after it 
has been through the apparatus, 
can bubble off at low pressure (or 
between heartbeats), but the com- 
pressed air cannot force its way in 
through the oil. The control gas 
is humidified by passing through 
water—like the smoke in a Turk- 
ish ‘hybble-bubble—and cleaned 
by passing through sterile filters 
before it reaches the ‘robot 
heart.’ 

This, as explained, is really a 
“robot lung’’ as well as a ‘‘robot 
heart.”’ It has three glass cham- 
bers. The organ to be kept alive 
is put in the topmost. The low. 
est is the reservoir for artificial 
blood. The middle chamber is 
used to equalize ‘blood pressure.”’ 
Gas, driven into the reservoir by 
the rising piston of oil, forces the 
blood through an outlet at the 
bottom into an outside ‘‘glass ar- 


tery’’ and around to the upper 
chamber, where the ‘‘glass artery’’ 
connects with the real artery feed- 
ing the living organ. As the oil 
column falls and pressure is re- 
leased, the blood trickles down 
into the middle chamber on its 
way back to the reservoir. 

Suppose the apparatus is set for 
a pulse rate of 60 to the minute 
and blood pressure of 120 systolic 
(peak) and 60 diastolic (low). 
Sixty times a minute the rising 
oil column forces in the control 
gas at a pressure equal to that of 
a 120-millimeter column of mer- 
cury. The gas passes directly 
into the middle and lower cham- 
bers, forcing artificial blood 
through the ‘glass artery’’ to the 
upper chamber and through the 
real artery to perfuse the organ. 

Rhythmically the oil column 
falls, With it, pressure in the 
equalization chamber falls to zero, 
for its connection with the gas 
line is open. But the line to the 
reservoir is equipped with a valve 
opening only as pressure rises, and 
a constricted outlet which retards 
the escape of gas and hence main- 
tains pressure in the reservoir, 
and in the arterial system of the 
organ, at the required minimum 
of 60 millimeters. 


Only the inside arteriai pressure 
is so maintained. Pressure in the 
upper chamber, outside the or- 
gan, remains in theory near zero. 
After perfusing the organ, the nu- 
trient fluid trickles out on the 
floor of the chamber. As pressure 
drops to zero in the equalization 
chamber, a floating valve opens 
and the blood trickles into that 
chamber. Thence it returns to the 
reservoir when rising pressure 
closes the upper valve again and 
opens a lawer valve between the 
equalization chamber and the res- 
ervoir, at the same moment when 
another pulse surges through the 
organ to complete the cycle. 

Perhaps some of the wizardry of 
Carrel, absorbed by the receptive 
Lindbergh, made the remarkable 
invention possible.

They were having a lot of fun 
dusting their wings on the 
ground—that is, all of them were 
but Collins, who was sober. The 
pilot of his plane was sticking his 
wing in too close to the leader's 
wing for Collins’ comfort. As the 
plane had dual controls, Collins 
resorted to applying a little pres- 
sure in order to ease the wing 
away from the leader's in some of 
the passes and pull the nose up in 
sonre of the dives. 


HEN the planes got back 
VW to March Field, Collins’ pi- 
lot began to tell Collins 
what a self-possessed person he 
was not to have taken the controls 
from him during the rash farewell 
exhibition. He went on to say that 
had he been sitting in the back, 
sober, and had Collins been drunk 
in front he most certainly would 
have taken the controls, regard- 
less of flying ethics. As a result, 
Collins decided that he had a most 
subtle touch when it came to han- 
dling the controls. 

Dual controls and a skeleton en- 
abled Collins to play a grisly joke 
on a friend, Pete Brooks. Collins 
stuck the skeleton in his back seat, 
wired so its head could be turned 
and its jaws moved up and down, 


] 


and had a mechanic ile on the 
floor to manipulate the wires. 
Brooks was making his first 
formation flight with the Army 
Reserve Corps that afternoon. 
When Collins reached the for- 
mation he eased up by Brooks, 
who was doing his best to make a 
good impression on the flight 
leader. Then Collins bent down 
in his seat and it appeared that 
the ship was being flown by the 
skeleton. As Brooks looked in 
horror, the mechanic twisted the 
head about and jerked the jaws 
up and down. After Collins had 
Brooks thoroughly horrified he 
dipped his wings and sped away. 
Collins and the late Will Rogers 
flew together as passengers a few 
years ago. Rogers, not knowing 
that Collins was an aviator, told 
him that he had broken two ribs 
in a fall from a horse and was 
unable to move about much. A 
little later, when Collins told Rog- 
ers he was an aviator, Rogers ad- 
mitted that he had broken the 
ribs the day before when a plane 
nosed over. The horse story was 
told, Rogers said, in order not to 
spoil the trip for “a passenger.” 


country flight, Collins met 

Lindbergh, then a Chicago- 
St. Louis mail flyer, at Chicago. 
They decided to fly to St. Louis 
together in formation. Just as 
darkness fell they saw St. Louis in 
the distance. A plane came up to 
them, turned around, and almost 
touched Collins’ ship. The pilot 
was Phil Love, flying the mail to 
Chicago. Lindbergh signaled for 
a landing and they came down on 
an emergency field. 

Lindbergh then took his para- 
chute off and gave it to Love, say- 
ing, “You'll need this getting the 
mail on into Chicago tonight.” 
Turning to Collins, he explained, 
“It’s the only one in the company 
and I won't need it for the few 
miles on into St. Louis.’’ 

Collins also was acquainted 
with Major James H. Doolittle of 
St. Louis, now connected with the 
Shell Petroleum Corporation. Sit- 
ting in a moving picture show one 
time he saw Doolittle’s face 
flashed on the screen in a news 
reel made just after he had failed 
to better the Los Angeles-New 
York record for transport planes. 
Doolittle explained that he had 
not done justice to his ship and 
concluded by asserting that it was 
‘just another piece of bum pilot- 
ing’’ that had led him 200 miles 
out of his course. 

Shortly after that, Collins met 
Doolittle and asked him about the 
trip. Doolittle, talking shop to a 
fellow professional, went into de- 
tails, involving supercharger, effi- 
client gasoline consumption, radio 
beams and ice. 

“I could immediately see,’’ Col- 
ling wrote, “that 200 miles off 
under the conditions he had had 
to contend with had not been bad 
at all. I wouldn’t have blamed 
him if he had explained to the 
public a little more than he did. 
But when he said to them without 
a shadow of an alibi, ‘It was just 
another piece of bum piloting,’ I 
thought it was pretty swell."’
